PHIL BART, National Organisation Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party - USA, stated on January 11, 1960, that JOHN AST 
recently visited GIL. GREEN in prison, ABT has reported that 
GREEN is all right and that he hopes to he released on parole 
about July, I960, 

According to BART, ABT also visited HENRY WINSTON in 
jail, and has reported that WINSTON is. very ill. ABT stated that 
apparently WINSTON has some illness of the brain, since he cannot 
walk a straight line and cannot write in a straight line, 

BART said that the Party. will fight to get permission 
for a specialist to examine WINSTON or to get WINSTON. transferred 
to another prison, where he can obtain proper medical treatment, 
BART stated that if something is not done for WINSTON soon, the 
Party will start a campaign and will charge that WINSTON is being 
subjected to inhuman treatment. 

According. to BART, ABT also reported that WINSTON is 
completely demoralized, BART stated that EDNA WINSTON has quit 
the Communist Party, and he commented that this may have contri- 
buted to HENRY WINSTON *s low spirits.

PHIL BART, National Organization Secretary of the 
Communist Party - USA, stated on January 11, 1960, that VICTOR 
PERLO wants to travel to Moscow, Russia* sometime during April, 
I960. BART said that PERLO wants to lecture on economic problems 
in both. Russia and Czechoslovakia. 

BART further advised that if PERLO makes this trip, he 
will not go to China from Europe. PERLO has also stated that if 
the Communist Party of China wants him to do research work in 
the United States for the Chinese, -that he will have to involve 
his wife in this work and would have to pay her for.it. Further- 
more, that $500 would be needed for the purpose of compensating 
his wife for this work. 

During this discussion, BART said that Czechoslovak! an 
newspaper correspondents have been appearing at the National 
Office of the Communist Party - USA and have been requesting 
material issued by the Communist Party - USA. BART said that 
6US HALL has given an order that these correspondents should be 
given this material.

National Organization Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party « USA, stated on January 12 9 1960 $ that the National 
Committee of the Communist Party • USA will not meet until March, 
I960. Therefore P " the old National Executive- Committee will con-* 
tinue to function" until the new- one is elected .in March* .

Concerning the work of GITS HALL in the National Office 
at the present, time, BART said that thus far. HALL has been work-* 
ing pretty well. In fact, HALL has been .rasing a lot of time 
talking over even small details with, everyone. BART said . that . 
those in the National Office, believe, that, as long, as EUGENE DENNIS 
cannot fully .participate .because of illness , .that they will have 
to gather around GUS HALL.. 

BART said that he still does not know whether or not 
GUS HALL will work with EUGENE DENNIS. BART said that if DENNIS 
recovers., then DENNIS and HALL may become a THOREZ-DUCLOS team. 
However, at the present time there is gravitation around HALL for 
practical reasons because DENNIS is incapacitated. 

According to BART, when GUS HALL was in. Cleveland for 
the holidays, he. went to see CARL WINTER in Detroit. WINTER 
agreed to become the head of the Midwest Region of the Communist 
Party - USA, but WINTER will live in and work out of Detroit* 

BART said that CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT will handle Negro work . 
for the Communist Party « USA. LOUIS WE INSTOCK will be put into 
- "The Worker" a®, the Business. Manager, and .JAMES JACKSON will 
become the Editor of "The. Worker". IRVING. POTASH, at least for 
the time being, will continue to be the Trade. Union Secretary. ■ 
BART said, that HALL .has been convinced . that . he cannot.be the 
General Secretary and also handle trade union matters.

PHIL BART, National Organization Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party - USA, stated on January 11 , 1960 9 that a tape 
recorder and the tape containing the proceedings of the 17th 
National Convention. of the Communist Party - USA had been stolen 
while in the possession of a Negro woman, BART said that this 
woman was supposed to have transcribed the proceedings of the. 
Convention from the tape. She has been receiving $80 per week 
from the Party and is in charge of the Amnesty Campaign, 

LThs-Jfegro woman referred to by BART may possibly be b6 



BART also stated that the seal of the Communist Party - 
USA disappeared for one day. In regard to the disappearance of 
the seal , the Party suspects the FBI, RUTH or JACK SHULMAN, or 
BILL STANLEY, Concerning RUTH SHULMAN, BART said that she was 
caught stealing a document during the 17th National Convention, 
BART also said that a decision has been made to make and to use 
a rubber stamp containing the seal of the Party, Thus, at least 
for the time being, any document containing the impressed seal 
will not be authentic, 

BART further stated that the Party, as a result of the 
above incidents, will review its security measures. As part of 
this program, the National Office will require all National Com- 
mittee members to submit biographies. 

With regard to JACK and RUTH SHULMAN, BART said that 
everyone in the National Office of the Communist Party - USA 
wants to replace them, but they also want the request to replace 
JACK SHULMAN to come from WILLIAM Z, FOSTER, « It is believed 
that this request will be forthcoming from FOSTER, BART said he 
thinks that any day FOSTER will tell JACK SHULMAN that he has got 
to go. 

According to BART, if FOSTER receives permission to 
trayel to the Soviet Union, ESTHER FOSTER has stated that she 
does not want to accompany him, JACK SHULBIAN has been insisting 
that ESTHER FOSTER has got to accompany BILL FOSTER on such a 
trip, BART commented that JACK SHULMAN wants ESTHER FOSTER to 
make the trip so that both JACK and RUTH SHULMAN could also make 
the trip as companions of the FOSTERS* BART also stated that 
there is a possibility that FOSTER would not make the trip to. the 
Soviet Union if ESTHER will not accompany him.

PHIL B&RTj National Organization Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party -• USA, was discussing the recent Convention of the 
New York District of the Communist Party - USA on January 11, 
1960. 

BART said that at this District Convention, those who 
support the Left«wing point of view were well organized and 
operated as a faction. As a result, they succeeded in defeating 
for membership on the District Committee a few people who had 
defeated them for election to the National Committee at the -17th 
National Convention* One person who was elected to the National 
Committee and Who was defeated for the New York District Committee 
was MIMI FRIEDL&NDER. She had been active in defeating the sup- 
porters of the Lef t~wing viewpoint in the New York District, for 
membership on the National Committee. SI GERSON was also defeated 
for membership on the New York District Committee. 

BART stated that JOE NORTH and GEORGE MORRIS had a dif- 
ficult time, but were elected to the New York District Committee. . 
He stated that 53 persons were selected for the New York Dis- 
trict Committee, and BETTY iJSANNETT was 52nd and her husband, 
JIM TORMEY, was 53rd in the" balloting.. 

According to BART, the role of villian was played at 
this Convention by ESTHER CANTER, PAUL ROBESON,. JR. , and EVELYN 
WIENER,, BART said that the paat activities of BILL LAWRENCE 
were, attacked from the floor of the New York- District Convention, 
but BEN DAVIS got. up. and defended IAWRENGE. 

BART stated that GUS BALL made the concluding remarks 
at the New York District Convention, and in his remarks he 
criticized those supporting the -.Lef t-wing, point of view and those 
who were shouting that they want only young people and new persons 
in the District leadership. BART said that HALL*s remarks were 
aimed particularly at PAUL ROBESON, JR. 

BART stated that the New York District, officers were not 
elected at the- Convention and are now scheduled to be elected at 
a meeting of the , new District Committee during . the weekend of 
January 23-24, I960. It had previously been proposed that a sub- 
committee of the New York District work with the National Office 
to negotiate on the composition of the top leadership of. the New 
York District. Although BEN DAVIS objected to this proposal, he 
was defeated by a vote of ten to five. As a result of this 



proposal, a subcommittee of the New York District and represen- 
tatives of the National Office met several times. bef ore the New 
York District Convention and had agreed on .a "package deal"* 
Included in this "package deal"' were the following proposals for 
officers in the New York Districts 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY, Chairman 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, Yice«Chairman 

ARNOLD JOHNSON, Viee-Chairman 

BILL ALBERTSON, Organization Secretary 

BETTY GANNETT, Educational Director 

BART said that at the New York District Convention, BEN 
DAVIS maneuvered and fought, but finally made a statement to the 
Convention to the effect that he is going. to be doing national 
work and will not be a candidate for re-election as the Chairman 
of the New York District. On the other hand* DAVIS did not 
mobilise his followers to support the "package deal"* even though 
he had previously agreed to it. 

BART c@mme.nted that he does not think that the results 
of .the New York District Convention are too bad. In this regard, 
BART stated that DAVIS publicly committed himself not to run for 
the Chairmanship of the New. York District, and this will mean 
that DAVIS * wh© is losing followers, will lose additional support 
from the New York District in the future. BART also stated that 
since the New York District Convention, he, BILL ALBERTSON, and 
JACK STACHEL went over the. list of 53. members on the new District 
Committee ©f the New Y©rk District. BART said that all three of 
them agree, and ALBERTSON is. conservative in this . regard* . that the 
supporters ®f the Left viewpoint did not obtain a majority on the 
new District Committee. Further, that some people elected to the 
New York District Committee, such as LOUIS WEIijfSTOCK, will vote 
for the "package deal" if it is made... known to. them, that the 
National Office supports this proposal.

SI GERSON, who has been a supporter of the Sighting 
point of view, was elected to the new National Committee of the 
Communist Party » UfA.

Delegates to the Convention elected him to the National 
Committee as $n at large member . Immediately following the 
conclussion of the Convention, the National Committee elected 
a, secretariat and leadership slate . HALL was named to the 
secretariat and was made General Secretary, CP, USA.

Next 9 RIVERA ex$X$ined , the* declaration of the ^€>mmunist 
•Pajety.of Puerto Rico . concerning JAMES HOF'FA* .He sgdd.'thpt HGFFA 
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sent Teamsters to organize. in Puerto Rico. He stated that the 
Communist Party of Puerto Rico attached HOFFA not h@cause. it 
wanted to attach the Teamsters Union* but because it wanted to 
point out that trade union leaders in the United States are 
millionaires, compared to Puerto Rican worhers .and ..they, do not 
know the life the workers lead in Puerto Rico. 

.Continuing* RIVERA .stated that HOFFA* s political views 
are the same as those of the. leaders of the AFL^CIC in the 
United States. The Teamsters Union 9 just as the other unions 
.in the AFL-CIO* is against Puerto Rican independence. RIVERA 
stated that even while the Communist Party , of Puerto Rico was 
making its attack against the Teamsters Union * it was* at the 
same time, fighting for the right of the Teamsters. Union to 
organize the workers in Puerto Rico. 

' - To summarize. the position of the -Communist Party of 
Puerto. Rico in regard to the labor movement in the United States, 
RIVERA said that he would put it this way* The Communist Party 
of Puerto Rico declares moral solidarity with the. trade unions 
in the United States * but does not want, the American trade, union 
leadership to dominate the Puerto Rican trade unions. 

Then RIVERA stated that there is only, one way out for 
Puerto Rico* and that is national, political and economic inde- 
pendence o He said that the prices, for the ordinary things of 
life in Puerto Rico are the same as they are in the United States, 
even though the wages . the workers receive in Puerto Rico are much 
lower. This situation will .continue as long- as Puerto Rico 
remains a colony of United States , imperialism. 

Next, RIVERA said that 157 factories have closed in 
Puerto Rico in recent years .because their . ten~year tax. exemption 
period expired. The Puerto Rican bourgeoisie is angry and dis- 
contented because preference, is given to United' States .capital. 

, RIVERA said that the- working class . movement* in Puerto 
Rico is divided, into three groups, as follows s CD The Free 
Federation of Puerto Rican Workers $ (2) The AFIf-CIO, and (3) 
- The Longshoremen's Union* which split away from. the National. 
Maritime Union, to which it belonged at one time. 

The Communist Party, of Puerto Rico, according to RIVERA , 
has been waging a fight against automation* which causes unemploy- 
ment. The Communist Party of Puerto Rico has fought for some 
compensation for the. workers in the sugar industry. who. have been 
displaced by machinery. . 




Concerning statehood for Puerto Rico* RIVERA, stated 
that up until the present time the Communist Party of Puerto Rico 
had not given consideration to this question* However* there is 
a remote possibility that it may have to do so now because there 
is a growth of sentiment in Puerto Rico for statehood** He said 
that. United. States imperialism: may give statehood to Puerto .Rico 
in order to kill the . nationalist movement in Puerto Rico p since 
this movement is being influenced by. events in Cuba* Also* 
United States imperialism, may give Puerto Rico statehood . for 
another reason* That, reason is in order to be 'able to establish 
military bases' or to save whatever military bases it has in 
Puerto Rico* The United. States may give* up its- base, at 
Guantanamo.Bay in Cuba and then, it will have more of a -need to 
retain military basep in Puerto Rico* 

RIVERA said that the Communist Party of Puerto. Rico 
is not in favor of statehood, for Puerto Rico. p but it does see. 
the possibility of such a development* Yet$ there is a growing 
of the counter forces for independence* Last • September there 
was a convention for independence and those who attended- the .con-? . 
vention are spreading the idea for independence and are trying tp 
get support for it- in all of Latin America* 

At this point, someone interrupted RIVERA and asked, 
if ARMANDO ROMAN has any connections with Communists in . Puerto 
Rico* RIVERA replied that as yet ROHAN does not, but he does 
correspond with: some people in Puerto Rico and does send copies 
of the - "Vanguard™ to Puerto Rico* 4 

Someone asked RIVERA about -a member of the Communist- ' 
Party of Puerto Rico who .was in jail for one year* RIVERA 
replied that this person went ^from Puerto Rico to .the,. United 
States and then returned to Puerto. Rico ®s a representative of - 
a group' called .National Liberation* which, has- its' headquarters 
in New;York* . RIVERA said thafe this comrade . was criticized by 
the Communist Party of Puerto Rico,. for returning, to. Puerto Rico 
as;, a, representative of this group*. RIVERA .said, that ,this group* 
is nationalist^, first of all,, but that. it. is now reviewing "its 
policies in a self -critical, way .and has made contact with the 
Communist Party of Puerto Rico* RIVERA remarked to those present 
that he had prepared" a -sub^report which deals with the . material; „ 
needs of . the Communist Party of Puerto Rico and which he would 
not go into at this meeting* 

Next., RIVERA- was asked what the - relationship is -between, 
the- Communist Party of - Puerto Rico- and other Commmist Parties in 
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Latin America. He replied that it is, exteenely p®pT P He said 
that the Communist Party of Puerto Rico lost all connections 
with the Communist Parties of Mexico 9 Chile 9 and Venezuela... It. 
has. no connections with other . Communist Parties in Latin America 
except for the Communist Party of Cuha 0 He said that the Conmu* 
nist Party of Puerto Rico now has better relations with the Com- 
munist Party of Cuba* which he termed as the mngpard of all 
Communist Parties in Latin America at , the; present time^ RIVERA - 
said he looks forward to the .political and other help which the 
Communist Party of Puerto Rico will get from the Communist Party . 
of Cuba* 

At this, point* RIVERA said .that at. one time Governor 
LUIS MUNOZ MARIN was' sympathetic to 'the- Cuban Rewlution,. but 
that ;he is now talking about excesses in Cuba** 

RIVERA also, said that at the conwntion for independence, 
held in Puerto Rico last September* l 0 3OO people were present and 
they voted for complete support to Cuba* 

RIVERA further stated that one of the things which 
hampered the. connections of the Communist Party of Puerto Rico 
with other Communist Parties in Latin America was a lack of 
funds to send delegates to other Copaunist Parties and to 
internatio nal cong resses of Communist Parties * He stated, how* 
eye#, that I [ (phonetic ) was p^eseiit at a number of peace. . br 

conferences .in Vienna?. Austria* and Stockholm* Sweden* 

Then RIVERA was .asked if the Communist Party, of -Puerto 
Ri©o is legal«. He said that the eoamwinist Party won so-called, 
legality in 1950, but. there- is a need t© fight -for liberty. and. 
legality on a daily, basis* . He stated that in the last elections 
the Communist Party held meetings and. gat© speeches in 66 of 78 
towns in Puerto Rico* Also 8 , the .Communist- Party backed two inde- 
pendent candidates $ one for .the . House and one for the Senate... 
During the -election, period.^ the Conpunist Party ©f- Puerto Rico 
asked. for .permits to speak on the. street and. in most places, the 
Party obtained its legal rights and there was no interference 
with its civil liberties* 

Next,. RIVERA explained the attitude, of the Communist ... 
Party of Puerto Rico toward the Popular .Democratic Party of: 
Puerto Rico, which is the party in power. He said p We call it 
the reformist „. colonial party* However y . this party has great- 
influence among the peasantry and the working class « In fact, 
the -peasantry and the working class consider it as their party* . 



Throughout the history of Puerto Rico* never has .& party won as 
many reforms as has the Popular Democratic Party* Actually .$ 
this party absorbed and took over the program of the Socialist 
Party of Puerto Rico* Until recently * the reforms were bene- 
ficial for the masses of people and were quite tangible*- Yet, 
the Popular Democratic Party has reached its 'highth and is now 
stagnating* . Its alliance with the conservative Puerto Rican 
bourgeoisie: is too close for it. to continue to move in behalf 
of the people* It is no longer delivering the reform® demanded 
by the people* 

RIVERA then talked about the leaders of the Independence 
Party* He said that at one time the member© of this party worked 
with the Popular Democratic P^rty* but they have tftoa thrttwn out* 

According to RIVERA, the demands of the Popular Demo- 
cratic Party are the following? (1) The same wages for workers 
mnd employees as those received by employees in the same category 
in the United States; and (2) More housing 9 and that the Hous- 
ing, built by the Government be turned over to the t^ade unions* 
Further* .that the trade unions should sell these houses- at a 
very low price* 

However > RIVERA stated that these two demands of the 
Popular Democratic Party are placed in a defensive manner and 
Washington does not co-operate with the Popular Democratic Party 
as it. did in the old days* Furthermore 9 the newly rich have 
taken over the leadership of the Popular Democratic Party and 
now the; masses of people are beginning to wonder if there are 
any differences between, the Popular Democratic Party &nd the 
Statehood or Conservative Party* 

RIVERA said that the Communist Party of Puerto Rico 
has a good relationship with the progressives in the Popular 
Democratic Party* The Communist Partyy however*, giws only con- 
ditional support to the popular demands of the Popular Democratic 
Party and this is quite different from 1938 ,\ when the Communist 
Party wa» in a leading position* 

In regard* to: the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico p 
RIVERA afaid that, it is illegal but is making g®@d progress* The 
Communist Party of Puerto Rico- has very good -relat tosas with the

"BART proposed that the Presiding Committee 
of the Convention be composed of the National Executive 
Committee (NEC) members, plus about 15 other delegates 
whom he named. 

"A delegate from Washington State arose and 
protested the composition of the Presiding Committee, 
as proposed by BART, on the basis that the NEC members 
should not be on the Presiding Committee, because of the , 
duties of the Presiding Committee in relation to the 
nomination and election of members of the National 
Committee and National officers. 

"BART explained that there was no intention on 
the part of the NEC members on the Presiding Committee 
to influence the nominations or elections, and that on 
the basis of their experience in the CP, they would be 
able to give better guidance to the convention. ' 
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"A suggestion was made that a separate committee 
be elected from the floor to handle the nominations and 
elections instead of the Presiding Committee. 

"A delegate proposed that a delegate from each 
state be elected by each state delegation to serve on this 
committee. This proposal was adopted by the convention. 

"BART then proposed ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
to serve as Chairman of this session of the convention 
and FLYNN was elected. 

"After brief opening remarks by FLYNN, the 
convention delegates sang the Star Spangled Banner. 

"FLYNN, as Chairman, then introduced BEN DAVIS, 
as Chairman of the CP of New York.

"CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT gave the report for the Negro 
Resolutions Committee, which advocated increasing Negro 
representation in both the North and South whenever 
possible; increasing the number of Jobs available for 
Negroes; seeking Negro-rWhite unity; securing voting rights 
for Negroes; obtaining Trade Union participation in Negro 
work; eliminate the CP slogan, 'The Right to Self- 
Determination 1 as applying to the Negro people. The 
issue of 'Self -Determination' brought vigorous discussion 
and objections from the floor, and a delegate from 
California, and one from Michigan voiced objections to 
the elimination of this slogan. There was then amotion 
to split the report, by separating the elimination of 
the slogan and voting on it separately. This was approved. 
And in the voting which followed the entire report 
was approved, including the elimination of the 'Right 
to Self -De termination' slogan. 

"GUS HALL and JAMES JACKSON then read 
congratulatory telegrams from the Soviet Union and the 
Latin- American countries .

"The convention was adjourned for dinner, about 

6:30 PM. 

"PAT TOUHY served as Chairman of the evening 
session, and the convention heard a report by BEN DAVIS 
on the i960 elections. DAVIS advocated breaking up the 
Dixiecrat-Republican alliance; removal of the Dixie- 
crats from the Democratic Party; running Negro candidates 
for Congress; fight the disenfranchisement of Negro 
voters in the South; reduce taxes; Peace. 

"PAT TOUHY announced that JUAN SANTOS RIVERA 
(ph), President of the CP of Puerto Rico had been 
involved in an accident in route to the convention, 
and had been taken to a hospital. TOUHY proposed that 
the convention delegate two people to visit RIVERA., to 
express their sympathy, and to advise RIVERA regarding 
the progress of the convention, and a Committee was 
elected to visit RIVERA. 

"There was discussion on the BEN DAVIS report, 
and then the convention was adjourned until Saturday. 
The Convention Committees met after the adjournment.

CP National officers be assigned to each CP District to 
assist in recruiting. 

"After discussion on the report on Party 
Organization, the convention received a gift of flowers 
from the Garment Workers Union, and a woman delegate 
spoke, mentioning that she was the daughter of a garment 
worker. BETTY GANNETT then made a few remarks. 
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"The report on Party Organization was adopted 
by the convention. 

"GERAIDENE LIGHTFOOT then made a report on 
Women in the CP. Her report was mimeographed and 
distributed to all delegates. 

"A Mexican-American delegate to the Convention 
spoke on 'National Minorities', particularly the Mexican- 
Americans.. He referred to the migration of Mexican's 
into the U. S.; the lack of political direction on the b 
part of the CP in the field of national minorities; 
the lack of educational facilities for these non-English 
speaking people; the' strong Catholic Church ties of these 
people, which he said needed to be combatted in order to 
make them 'Socialist' minded.

"HALL stated that the fifteen (15) members- 
at- large of the National Committee would be selected 
from the general Party, and that each state caucus was 
to list their nominees for inclusion on the ballot, and 
could nominate any number.

"A report by ! Comrade BILL' on the Nationality 
Question was given.

His report was mimeographed and distributed to all dele- 
gates. He proposed setting up CP Commissions, both 
National and Regional, for Nationality work, and that 
national and regional conference be held by these 
commissions. His report was approved by the convention. 

"PAT TOUHY introduced JUAN SANTOS RIVERA (ph) 
President of the CP of Puerto Rico. 

"JUAN RIVERA (ph) read a speech in Spanish, 
which was translated and read to the convention by JESUS 
COLON, and stated, that JUAN had sent a cablegram to New 
York to a friend to meet him at the airport in New York. 
However, the cablegram didn T t arrive until after JUAN 
arrived, so his friend did not meet him. JUAN proceeded 
to his sister's home by taxi, and upon leaving his cab in 
front of his sister 1 s home or apartment, he was struck by 
a car driven by a drunken driver. He indicated that 
this accident might have been an attempt by the capitalists 
to keep him from attending the convention. RIVERA 
brought greetings from the CP of Puerto Rico, and said 
that the CP of Puerto Rico had recently held a convention 
with twelve hundred delegates. 
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"PAT TOUHY thanked RIVERA^ and presented 
him with a bouquet of flowers - the same bouquet that 
had been given to the convention by the Garment Workers 
Union.

"GUS HALL then spoke about the convention 



elections. He said there had been some difficulty in 
securing adequate representation to the convention, 
from among the Negro people, youth, andnationality groups. 
He said the convention committee on nominations had 
proposed an increase in the size of the National Committee 
to sixtyj increasing the members-at-large from 15 to 
25, and to make minor changes in the number alloted to 
the various CP districts.

On 1/19/60, NY 2359-S* advised that a meeting 
of the Secretariat and invited guests was held in the 
third floor board room at CP Hq., NYC, on the above 
date*

The first speaker was ANTON KRCHMAREK, xtfho opened 
by extending birthday greetings from the Ohio State 
Board to JACK (STACHEL), He then gave a report on the 
situation in the steel industry as a result of the 
recent strike. He classified the strike as an offensive 
struggle on the part of steel industry and a defensive 
struggle on the part of the workers. He went:on to state, 
that while (the strike) was an important victory on the 
part of the workers, it was a limited victory and he 
characterized it as a holding operation. 

He further stated that one important achievement 
was the unity attained by the steel workers, which 
was the best seen since the 1930* s. Another important 
achievement was the class solidarity by the unions 
in support of the steel strike. IOICHMAREK stated that 
the Taft-Hartley injunction did not serve its purpose 
of demoralizing the workers, instead, it inspired 
and angered them. He said the fact that the workers 
served notice that they were ready to go ahead with 
the strike, by their rejection of the steel corporation's 
proposals in December, displayed a unity that was a. terrify- 
ing thing to foe ruling class. 
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KRCHMAREK stated that the battle will be fought 
more sharply when the present contract expires, 
inasmuch as this is Just a holding operation at present 
and issues remaining and class battles surrounding them 
will become sharper as time goes on. With regards 
to the contract, he stated that some: feel that it 
gives the workers very little. 

KRCHTIAREK then pointed out that to date he has (f 
not seen a copy of the contract. He stated that we 
feel a need for increased political activity on the part 
of labor on the congressional level, pointing out -chat 
there is a need for people in Congress who are more 
responsive to labor. 

He said "we" should raise now the question of 
organizing the unorganized in the steel industry and 
there is a need for the Party and the left forces to 
project an educational program in this direction. 

Regarding automation, KRCHKAHEK said the Party 
had a better approach on it than any one else and 
"we" should put out an automation pamphlet and distrioute 
it on a wide scale to the steel workers . He pointed out 
that letters were starting to flow in from steel workers 
reauesting material be sent to them to be used in 
shop discussions. He also remarked that here we have 
an opportunity to really build "The Worker 0 -» He said we 
need to present our views to the steel worker, they 
want it, they are asking for it. 

KRCHMAREK stated: 1„ There was insufficient 
attention on the part of the Party as a whole given 
to solidarity j Z. There was nob enough material printed 
in "The Forker" on the steel strike,* 3, There xras not 
enough material oassed out to the workers during the 
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steel strike* He said the steel workers have shown a 
new appreciation for the role of the Party. 

GUS HALL recommended that the Party take a 
new look at the articles in "Political Affairs'* by 
MILT ROSEN. HALL felt there was a wrong approach 
in part of it and felt the writing was "defending the 
working class against us," was not giving leadership, 
and was largely a petty, low class hcurgeoise approach. 
He said the Party must he constantly on the alert 
toward the upholding of the condition in the new 
steel contract. 

WILL VEINSTONE said the Party did not have 
the proper forces or material to get too involved in this 
steel struggle. He felt that propaganda and agitation we re 
of renewed importance and felt the Party should 
settle the question of "Does 'The Worker 5 meet the 
requirements of the steel strike* or is it necessary 
to develope a special newspaper or other 
oiece of literature?" He proposed that further discussion 
of this question be dealt with. WBINST0J3E said the 
Party 1 s biggest weakness x*as their inability to get. their 
viewpoint across, 

MILT ROSEN said the Party's viewpoint developed 
prior to the strike was sound and felt the Party came 
out of the situation stronger and with more ties 
to the steel union. ROSEN defended his article in 
"Political Affairs," saying this steel question cannot 
be discussed on its weataiesses or the weaknesses of any 
article. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON wanted. -to broaden the 
fight relative to the steel strike and deal with the 
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effects of the "HCUA" during the strike petfood and the 
activities of terror against the Negro. MS5RS0N agreed 
with VJEINSTONE that there are not enough Pay t;r workers 
in certain areas and said that "reserves" should be 
brought into these areas, 

JACK STACHEL agreed that the struggle will 
be renewed and the Party needs a well prepared pamphlet 
that will ezplain to the &tt&e% workers and the general 
American public what the real issues are. He felt 
the strike was won by the unity of the steel workers 
to t&z limit the power of the monopolists. STACHEL 
defended some of the ideas ROSEN had incorporated in 
his articles however, he said the Party is "more than 
rank and file" and must give leadership. "They" 
must decide when and where the Party should suiooort 

david Mcdonald. 

IRVING POTASH stressed the importance 
of the labor movement acting as a unified body and said 
that the most potent weapon that the class enemy- has is 
a divided labor movement. He said "we" have to recognise 
this as a basic problem and must work patiently to build 
this unity of the workers in order to weaken the class 
enemy, 

GEORGE MORRIS felt that the Party should have 
discussions on some of the basic trade union questions, 
particularly in view of experiences gained in the 
recent steel strike. He said that the question arises 
as to what is the role of the Party and pointed out 
that we are supposed to be a vanguard Party." 
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Following the recess, HY LUMER pointed out 
that there is a lot to be learned from the strike . 
He said "we" should verify that the material issued 
differed from the line of MILT * s (ROSEN) article and 
that if the strike shoxfed anything* it showed that the 
line of "that article" was wrong. Relative to the 
getting out of material by the Party (during the recent 
steel strike?), he said that if "we" examine it in 
relation to some previous struggles, it represents a 
step forward. LUMER stated that a pamphlet on the 
strike is now needed and said "we*ve" had a request to 
reproduce the article by the "Steel Worker" in pamphlet 
form* LUMER felt that this should be done. 

KRCHMAREK stated that the period ahead is not 
going to be a quiet one, it is going to be a period 
of desparate economic battles. He said "we" must know 
what we are dealing with from top to bottom. He 
stated that it appeared that the Comrades generally 
agreed that the discussion be put together in the form of an 
article for "Political Affairs." 

GUS HALL stated "vie" must now raise the 
question of theoretical work to a higher plane. He 
said that the "Education Department" should have in 
its plan of work, a general idea for collective study 
for the leadership* He said "we" will teach, "we" will 
lead, but "vie" must also study. HALL stated that 
in his opinion in order for the Party to become a 
mass Party, the folloitfing three conditions must be 
met and understood: 

1. Objective developments 

2. Correctness of policy 

3. Skill of leadership

He said plans had been made to appoint a New York City editor 
for "The Worker," but he has postponed this idea, inasmuch as 
the NY State leadership was trying to place ESTHER CANTOR on 
"The Worker" staff, and he wanted no part of CANTOR, 

JACKSON stated that when "The Worker" is reorganized, 
he anticipates a major change will be that an eight-page magazine 
section will be inserted. These eight pages will consist of 
historical, theoretical and current articles* JACKSON said he 
also plans to revise the editorial page to give it a more serious 
layout, and that four pages of the reorganized newspaper will be 
reserved for news and current problems. 

JACKSON commented that in reorganizing "The Worker," 
it is not as much a matter of changing personnel, as it is to 
make the present personnel more efficient. He ?aid the present 
Worker" staff has been "working out of their hats." 

N ew York State CP Leadership 

PHIL BART stated that ARNOLD JOHNSON is in the hospital 
with a back injury* #e commented that CLARENCE HATHAWAY has been 
told to return %o New York City from California, where he is 
vacationing, in anticipation of a NY State CP Committee meeting 
scheduled to be held on 1/23/60, at which time a final decision will 
be made regarding the NY State leadership* 
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JAMES JACKSON advised on 1/21/60 that ARNOLD JOHNSON 
is in the hospital with a slipped disk in his back and is in 
traction. JACKSON was of the belief that JOHNSON was at the 
Beth Israel Hospital, NYC, and stated that as of the present 
time, it is not known how serious JOHNSON 1 s ailment is or how 
long he will be required to remain in the hospital. 

According to PHIL BART, the National Secretariat, CP, 
USA, still has not reached an agreement on the leadership of 
the NY State CP organization. BART was of the opinion that 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY would be the number one man (chairman) , and 
although there would be a little f actionalism in connection 
with the election of the state officials, serious trouble was 
not anticipated. 

JAMES JACKSON on 1/21/60 also cosaaented that the National 
Secretariat had not finished their discussion in connection with 
the new NY State CP leadership. He said the Secretariat will 
meet again on 1/21/60, and it is anticipated that a final 
decision will be made at this time regarding the leadership. 
JACKSON stated that it was his opinion that CLARENCE HATHAWAY 
would be the new RY State CP Chairman and that the slate reeommendec 
by the National Secretariat will be approved without a serious 
factional problem. 

National Office Finances 

On 1/20/ 60 5 PHIL BART stated he had finished his 
discussions with the Puerto Rican comrade (probably JOAN SANTOS 
RIVERA), an-> it has Lsen agreed that the National Office of the 
CP, USA will xurnish & subsidy to the CP of Puerto Rico in the 
amount of $500 every month* BART said it was also agreed that 
the National Office will purchase for the CP of Puerto Rico a 
tape recorder and the necessary equipment for use with the tape 
recorder . 

PHIL BART also commented on 1/20/60 that he has not as

yet begun to work on a financial budget for the National Office 
for 1960. He said the budgets for the last two years were easy 
to draw up because they were simple and their main feature was 
payroll amounts. However, he said that the new budget for 
1960 will include the cost of mass work, and therefore he 
anticipates he will not be able to complete the. budget for 
months because no agreement has been made by the National CP 
leadership as to what amounts or costs will be entailed in 
connection with mass work. 

BART commented that the payroll of the National Office 
of the CP, USA also is beginning to worry him*, He said 
additional individuals will be included on the payroll, such as 
CLAUDE LIGHTF0OT, who will be involved with Negro matters on a 
national scale, and CARL WINTER of Detroit, He said also that 
a full-time functionary for the Pittsburgh area will be added 
to the National Office payroll. He said the Party has experienced 
some difficulty in obtaining the services of district Party 
organizers, as many individuals do not want to give up their 
regular employment to assume this position. 

BART stated that he anticipates the Mc Carran Act yXll 
be a serious problem to the CP, USA, inasmuch as large amounts 
will have to be spent in connection with litigation and other 
activities to Counter this legislation. 

BART stated that in this connection, it will bfe 
necessary for him and the CP, USA Financial Committee to meet 
in the future to ifcoiak &es new sources of income for the Party 
and to attempt to revive donors. BART indicated that he wanted 
to contact BOB and ROSE COE in an effort to obtain funds, and 
also plans should be made to contact ABE ZEITZ and MIKE NISSELSON 
for donations. 
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General Atmosphere at Nation al Office, CP ? USA 

JAMES JACKS OW stated on 1/21/60 that the general atmos- 
phere at the National Office, CP 9 USA, has greatly improved* 
JACKSON expressed the opinion that GUS HALL is "playing a good 
role," and that there is not the "distance" between individuals 
as formerly existed . He said GENS DENNIS and GUS HALL appear 
to be getting along well and working well together, and there 
is no outward show of antagonism. JACKSON said that apparently 
GUS and GENE will not take any authorities from each other, 
and he, JACKSON, anticipates DENNIS will produce more work and 
do more writing* In this connection, he said DENNIS is currently 
working on an article for the next issue of "Political Affairs." 
JACKSON stated that EEN DAVIS has not been around the National 
Office very often in the past week, and it is impossible to state

PATTERSON and CLARENCE HATHAWAY had originally been mentioned, 
but subsequently turned down. He said that ELIZABETH has now 
been proposed for the chairmanship. ELIZABETH immediately, 
replied that she could not accept because she wants to leave 
town for a few months, but at the same time she is quite opposed 
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to ARNOLD JOHNSON because he will just be a "rubber stamp" for 
BEN DAVIS . She told ALBERTSON that she prefers talking to 
GUS HALL and GENE DENNIS before making any decisions and that if 
she would change her mind about accepting the chairmanship, 
she knows that she could work with BETTY GANNETT and all the 
others in the NY State organization.

On December 10, to 13, 1959 the 17th National 
Convention, COMMUNIST PARTY (CP), USA, was convened at the 
Hotel Theresa, 125th Street and 7th Avenue, New York City, 

The convention was called to order by ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN, after which a welcoming address was given by 
BEN DAVIS ♦ FLYNN then read greetings from WILLIAM Z. FOSTER. 
FLYNN also read a message of greetings from the CP of Ireland 
and JAMES JACKSON read greetings from the CPs of India, 
Bulgaria, Israel, Great Britain, Norway, and Japan, 

PHIL BART then spoke concerning the convention 
organization, announcing there will be nine sessions, in- 
cluding the Sunday afternoon session. All committees elected 
that day will meet in the evening to organize their work. 
At this point the presiding, committee was elected, after 
which the morning session was adjourned for lunch ♦

A motion was made and adopted limiting debate from 
the floor to seven minutes per speaker* A delegate could 
speak again but only after all others had been heard on that 
particular subject matter. At this point GUS HALL gave the 
Keynote Speech and stated in part: 

These are turbulent times. We are living in a 
period when events move with great speed — * when decades are 
at times telescoped into weeks. Nor is the turbulence merely 
on the surface of things. The movement of events today is 
profoundly reshaping the world. It is basically altering the 
relationship of forces and is creating a constant succession 
of new, unprecedented situations. And the pace of these changes 
grows faster as time goes on. 

It is in the midst of these developments that our 
17th Convention meets. During the next four days we will 
undertake, dispassionately and realistically, to appraise the 
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state of affairs in the world and in our own country, and to 
chart our course for the momentous period which lies ahead of 
us. This is a difficult task, but it is also an exciting 
and enthusing task — and a rewarding one. 

TWO CONVENTIONS 

The scope and speed of events is dramatized with 
special force by the contrast between the atmosphere, surrounding 
circumstances and outlook of this convention and the corres- 
ponding features of the 16th Convention. That convention took 
place in the midst of confusion and bewilderment resulting 
from the revelations of the 20th Congress of the CPSU concerning 
the weaknesses and mistakes of the Stalin era* It took place 
amid the disorientation and questioning created by the Polish 
and Hungarian revolts. 

That was a period when world tensions were on the 
upgrade, and when the DULLES policies of "brinkmanship" and 
"massive retaliation" were in the ascendency. It was the 
period of the Suez invasion. 

It was a time when the Party was in the depths of 
a crisis in which its very life or death was a subject of 
intense debate. It was a time of the gathering of the right 
opportunist and liquidationist forces for their assault on the 
Party, an assault reflecting the world-wide revisionist swing 
which developed under the pressures of bourgeois ideology 
and as a reaction to the "Left" sectarian, dogmatic practices 
of the past. 

Finally, the convention took place when the Party 
was just emerging from the disruption created by the attacks 
on it under the Smith Act and other repressive measures of 
the period when McCarthyism was at its heights. 

Looking back on the situation of those days, it must 
be said that the 16th Convention, in spite of all its weaknesses, 
was a positive achievement. 

That convention had before it two central problems: 
1) Whether or not there was a place for a COMMUNIST PARTY in 
the U. S„, and; 2) whether such a Party, under American 
conditions, could be a Marxist-Leninist Party. Despite the 
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difficulties of that period, the struggle and the resolutions 
gave affirmative answers to those questions and laid the 
basis for the re-consolidation of our Party. Those struggles 
were necessary, and they prepared the Party to meet today *s 
tasks. 

As is true in all phenomena, the elements of 
change — of the new — were then already discernable* The 
McCarthyite hysteria had already begun to subside. The 
Supreme Court decision had opened the doors to a new stage of 
the school desegregation fight. The peace movement was be- 
ginning to move forward, with the development of the campaign 
against nuclear tests. And the painful re-examination and 
correction of the 20th Congress contained within themselves 
the seeds of a new clarity and cleansing, and of a new upsurge 
of the world Marxist-Leninist movement. All these develop- 
ments, however, were then present in embryo or in their initial 
stages . 

How radically and unalterably different are the 
circumstances in which our 17th Convention meets! Our Party 
enters this convention victorious over the elements of liquida- 
tionism and revisionism, and having in the main eradicated 
their twin evils — "Left" sectarianism and dogmatism. 

This is a convention which ends all holding operations 
and set our sights to the future. It is a convention of 
advance, of progress. This is the first convention to take 
place in the era when the socialist forces of the world have 
attained dominance, and when the world peace forces, for the 
first time in history, are the most powerful voice and move- 
ment on the world scene. This convention is being held at 
a time when the portals of opportunity have been opened to a 
new era of mankind, free of the scourge of war. 

And it is being held at a time when the decline in 
our own ranks has been halted, when the morale and fighting 
spirit of our membership is on the upgrade, reflecting these 
new developments in the world. The factionalism which caused 
such tremendous damage and threatened the very existence of 
the Party has been defeated, though remnants of it still exist. 

In view of all this, the goals and aims of this con- 
vention must be far higher, far in advance of those of the 
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16th Convention. The heart of the 16th Convention was the 
struggle against those who maintained that there was no place 
for a COMMUNIST PARTY, Today this question does not even 
exist. Rather the central question of this convention is: 
What is the role of the Party in this entirely new situation? 
How can it now move out into the broad stream of the people's 
movement; how can it break the bonds of its isolation and 
become more and more effectively a factor in the life of our 
nation — in the growing movement for peace, in the struggle 
of the workers, the Negro people, the youth and other sections 
of the people. 

In order to better understand the position we are 
in today we must take a closer look at the new and developing 
world and the position our nation occupies in it. The out- 
standing world phenomenon of today is the fact that the 
balance of strength is tipping decidedly in the direction of 
the socialist world and is of profound importance to every 
capitalist country. This is pointed up in the emergence after 
World War II of not one but a group of socialist countries 
embracing fully one-third of the world's people. Within a 
matter of a few years, these countries, so recently looked upon 
as backward, bid to become the dominant economic force in the 
world. This is a fundamental change, whose ramifications 
basically affect all parts of the world. But it is not the 
only challenge which has developed to the position of American 
capitalism and the emergence of these colonial countries and 
the revolutionary development in Cuba represents the beginning 
of the end of the era of imperialism. These developments have 
narrowed the sphere of colonial exploitation and have shut 
off, one after another, the pipelines of imperialist super 
profits from these sources. The independence of these 
countries today is not nominal but genuine. What makes it 
genuine is the existence of the socialist world — a world 
on which they can rely for the assistance they need, and which 
imperialism has so long denied them. The very lives of the 
new regimes in Egypt, Iraq and Cuba would have been cut short, 
were it not for the firm position for non-intervention taken 
by the peace forces of the world, with the Soviet Union, 
People's China and other socialist nations in the forefront. 

Another major development of this era is the economic 
revival of the other capitalist countries. Today they are 
able to compete with American capitalists in many areas in 
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which American products once reigned supreme. Growing • 
competition from abroad has greatly narrowed the trade 
surplus enjoyed by this country and has created a threat 
to the stability of the dollar. 

In the fight for peace, the cold war policies of 
positions of strength and brinkmanship on the part of the 
United States have proven themselves increasingly bankrupt. 
A major factor in this area has been the peace policies of the 
Soviet Union. In this lie the reasons for the proposal by 
EISENHOWER for the exchange of visits with KHRUSHCHEV leading 
to the historic visit of KHRUSHCHEV to this country and its 
momentous consequences. This represents a break in the 
direction of American foreign policy. It is not by any means 
the end of the cold war, but the key thing is that the public 
admission of the bankruptcy of the old policies and the need 
for a change has opened the flood gates of discussion as to 
what the new policies should be. In this connection we must 
see clearly the distinctive features of the fight for peace 
in the present period. In past years we organized, conducted 
and led a campaign for peace, including the notable Stockholm 
Peace Appeal. We did so in the context of the fundamentally 
correct analysis that a danger of war existed, exemplified 
by Korea and later by Indo-China. Today we are again taking 
part in a campaign for peace } but in the context of a new 
analysis — again fundamentally correct — that lasting peace, 
total disarmament and peaceful coexistence are in the cards, 
that they are realizable goals. 

The past drive occurred in an atmosphere of 
jingoism and national chauvinism; this one is unfolding in an 
atmosphere in which the whole nation is discussing the banning 
of nuclear tests, total disarmament and peaceful coexistence. 
These factors should indicate to us the need for new, fresh, 
concrete thinking. 

The sentiment for peace is general and over-all in 
scope and the fight for peace must be developed in specific 
forms. Cutting down on armaments is the only possible road 
to cutting down the ever-mounting burden of taxes. The building 
of schools, roads, hospitals, parks, houses and other things 
the people need so badly is blocked by the spending of huge 
sums for armaments. War economy has been accepted as a normal 
and necessary part of our economic system and this stands 
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as a roadblock to the forces for peace. We have the task 
of removing this roadblock. 

Another roadblock is the body of thought that the 
Negro people can break down the bars of discrimination in 
industry, housing and education only when our nation is 
either at war or preparing for war. Many Negro workers are 
at the bottom of the seniority list. Therefore any cutback 
in production means unemployment for them. This presents a 
definite challenge to us. 

Similarly, we need to deal with other specific 
problems affecting the young people, women, the handicapped 
and the older workers. Generalities will not do. 

Hence, while we take part in the general crusade for 
peace, we must understand that specific groups, because of 
specific interests, will start from and rally around narrower 
issues involved in the fight for peace. With some, unrestricted 
trade with the socialist countries will be .the starting point, 
with others it will be the dangers of fallout. For still 
others, disarmament will be the point of greatest interest. 

We must see the fight for peace realistically in all 
its many-sided aspects. At this point, the need is not for 
starting a peace movement from scratch. Such a movement is 
here. It expresses itself in a thousand ways and at a variety 
of levels. At this stage, it is above all expressed through 
the existing mass organizations of the people. 

PROBLEMS ON THE HOME FRONT 

As in all phenomena, there is a close relationship 
between world developments and those on the domestic scene. 
What is it that best describes our domestic situation as we 
enter the decade of the sixties? Is it tranquility, stability? 
Are we moving on the path of unending growth and expansion? 
In spite of the present high level of production, this does 
not fit the realities of life in our country. Rather, the 
state of affairs in our nation is better described as one of 
instability, uneasiness and hesitation. What best describes 
the United States of the sixties is the growing catalog of 
serious problems, steadily becoming more aggravated, which 
are seeking solution. 
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An outstanding new feature on the home scene is the 
development of automation, whose many ramifications and 
effects are now reaching into all aspects of our national 
life. This is largely at the bottom of the drive to undermine 
working conditions in steel, on the railroads, on the water- 
front j and many other industries and also serves as an 
instrument whereby big business can destroy small competitors. 
We must work out definite plans and demands with the aim that 
at least part of the fruits of this technological advance will 
go to benefit the working people of our land. 

Another feature of the home scene is the growing 
financial instability of the country with our ever-rising 
national debt. The burden of taxes to meet this demand has 
grown to impossible levels yet government spending continues 
to rise. 

Another important feature is the chronic agricultural 
crisis with farmers being increasingly squeezed between 
shrinking farm prices and mounting production costs. There 
are growing areas of desolation in marginal farmlands, with 
farmers driven out in rising numbers due to modern farm 
methods in more productive areas. 

To all of this we must add the failure of our 
society to provide adequate housing, education and health 
facilities, which problem becomes more acute every year. 

Affected by all these things in the sharpest measure 
are the eighteen million Negroes and five million Mexican- 
Americans and the million or more Puerto Ricans in this country. 

We have on the one hand the beginnings of a readjust- 
ment of direction in the sphere of foreign policy, but on 
the other hand monopoly capital has reacted to the developments 
at home in an opposite manner such as a concentrated drive 
against labor, represented by the Landrum-Griff in Bill and 
proposals for anti-strike legislation. Accompanying the anti- 
labor offensive is a drive against civil rights and civil 
liberties. The entire drive of big business reaction is of 
such scope and nature as to make the overwhelming majority of 
Americans its victims. Therein lies the key to our mass and 
united front policies. In the labor movement there are 
pressures and rumblings which sections of the leadership are 
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compelled to take notice which is indicated by the militancy 
of the steel workers. The Negro people's movement has shown 
an upsurge in a number of fields which is among other things 
indicated by the formation of Negro Labor Committee on the 
initiative of A. PHILIP RANDOLPH. Also among the youth there 
are growing signs of rebellion against the lack of decent jobs, 
training facilities, McCarthyite intimidation in our 
educational institutions and segregation. 

Our electoral policies and activities in 1960 
constitute an extension of such a united front policy. In very 
specific forms, the American people must find ways, through 
candidates and campaigns, to advance the struggle for peace 
and peaceful coexistence and to halt the offensive of big 
business at home. While giving priority to the peace issue, 
all the needs of the people must be fought for. In connection 
with the election campaign, broad electoral unity must be 
forged to oppose the chief candidates of reaction and the 
cold war and to promote the pro-peace, pro-labor and pro-civil 
rights candidates. Labor and the Negro can no longer be 
satisfied with just a few from their ranks in public office. 
Also, an imperative task is to make the Dixiecrats a major target: 
of attack and oust them from the Democratic Party. The 
establishment of Federal Registrars must be sought in 1960 to 
prevent local restrictive measures against Negroes and others 
who are now denied the right to vote. 

By boldly moving into the apparatus of the two-party 
system, and by mobilizing and organizing an independent 
political force around this activity, the base for the future 
can be laid. 

in connection with the Party, HALL stated that a 
Marxist-Leninist Party must not only base itself on the 
general truth but must gear itself to the specific surroundings 
and conditions in which it lives and works. In order to 
reflect our maturity, we must quickly gear ourselves to the 
new period ahead of us and one of the best guarantees that 
we will be able to meet this challenge is that we are now 
a united Party. We can therefore now turn all of our attention 
and energies to the mass task and political responsibility we 
face. We are no longer a stagnant Party but a live, growing 
organization . 
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In this connection we must end negativism in the 
Party. This cynicism is not based on realities* There is 
no realistic political foundation for such an outlook on life 
in general on the prospects of socialism or on the immediate 
future and the best way to cure this is through activity. 
Activity and exchange of ideas and collective thinking is 
necessary . 

Another general problem of our Party is struggle 
on two fronts and we have never really grasped the Leninist 
concept of the struggle. Because of this we have had tendency 
to swing from one extreme to another. Many distortions have 
come about because of the confusion, because of that which 
is tactical and the factors that go into tactical questions 
and that which is strategic, basic and fundamental. During 
periods when our emphasis is against the Right danger, all 
tactical questions tend to be raised to the level of principle 
and during periods when the emphasis is against the Left 
danger, principles are generally brought down to a tactical 
level. We have not fully learned the lesson that while one 
or the other of the germs is active and weakening the Party, 
the opposite garm moves in. We have now basically corrected 
these distortions, but we still tend to shy away now from 
very important questions that we simply must face up to even 
under present day conditions. Besides the weakness of not 
checking our policies against the realities of struggle, we 
must also admit self -critically that our work has not been 
anchored deeply enough in the science of Marxism-Leninism. 

We have a heavy schedule ahead for the next four 
days and this 17th Convention will go down in history as the 
convention that made a decisive turn in the life of our Party 
and I have a feeling that this will be the convention that 
put an end to all concepts of a holding operation; that set 
our Party solidly on the path of becoming a factor in the life 
of our people and above all our class; that puts a finis on 
all factionalism and on all one-si dedness, and a halt to all 
negativism. This is a convention of a united party — of a 
party that is going places. 

Following HALL t s address, HY LUMER gave a report on 
Disarmament and the American Economy. He furnished statistics 
dealing with the nature of arms economy and pointing out 
what he called the vast profits percentage-wise being realized 
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by some 500 of the largest companies in the United States as 
a result of arms contracts . He pointed out that the products, 
in view of their uselessness except for war, offer no 
competition with production for the civilian market. He also 
pointed out that this production is as wasteful as if the 
goods were simply dumped into the ocean and only S6rve as a 
means of destroying the economic surplus which capitalism 
inevitably generates < Furthermore, since it destroys part 
Of the national wealth the money spent on arms maintains a 
given level of demand, without producing an equivalent supply 
of goods or services . Since the American people have been 
living under a permanent arms economy, the workers have come 
to look on arms production as a guarantee of jobs. LUMEH then 
cited the cost of some modern war machinery and what this 
money could replace in the terms of civilian needs such as school s $ 
hospitals, etc., and also what could be done in the terms of 
tax cuts without this great arras expenditure. He also emphasized 
the fact that world tensions would be eased and trade opened 
with the socialist world* The potential volume of such trade 
is large enough to make it a factor of large importance to 
American economy. He emphasized the fact also that disarmament 
would create problems of unemployment but only temporarily. 
This unemployment could be ended with the conversion to pro- 
duction for peacetime purposes and the expansion of civilian 
markets. Problems would also be created by the sudden addition 
to the civilian labor force of some three million men and 
women released from the Armed Forces. Here the payment of 
unemployment benefits to such veterans, along the lines of the 
52-20 payments after World War II, would help materially to 
meet the situation. Not the least are special steps that are 
needed to aid the Negro, Puerto Rican and Mexican-American 
workers who, being last hired and first fired, would be 
subjected to special hardships. Also assistance to small 
business in the form of tax credits or financial aid is 
needed. None of these things will be won without a struggle. 
It will not abolish the contradictions of capitalism nor 
remedy the basic instability of the American economy. It 
will, however, remove the principal obstacle to reduction 
of taxes and improvement of social welfare. 

If any real advance is to be made in the direction 
of disarmament* sentiment among the American people must 
find organized expression. The main leadership of organized 
labor must be brought to abandon its present suicidal policy 
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of aggressive promotion of cold war policies. At the same 
time it is necessary to expose the hoax that arms production 
is the answer to unemployment and to launch a fight for 
economic alternatives to the arms economy. 

The full realization of this potential requires 
more than the ending of war; it requires the victory of 
socialism and the COMMUNIST PARTY must be found in the front 
ranks of this fight. 

Following LUM£R , s report several speakers from 
the floor got up and commented generally favorably on both 
the Keynote speech and LUMER* s report. 

Among the speakers was PAUL ROBESON, JR., who 
stated the Party must become one of action with a leadership 
capable of moving masses of people. He opposed establishment 
of an anti-monopoly coalition as a necessary condition in 
the Negro campaign. He said the Negro Labor Alliance is 
dealt with too vaguely and emphasized the fact that the 
Negro people are conscious of the fact that their rights are 
tied up with peaceful coexistence. He said that a third 
political party is necessary to carry out these aims. 

PHIL BART then announced that all committees will j 
meet that evening. The convention was adjourned at this point. 

That evening, from 8:30 to 11:00 P.M., and to 1:30 P.M. 
Friday, the Negro Resolutions Committee held a meeting. There 
were approximately fifteen people in attendance at the Thursday 
night session and upwards to twenty-five people were present 
during the Friday morning session. Among those present at 
either one or both of these meetings of the Negro Resolutions 
Committee were COLEMAN YOUNG, a Negro male, 5' 9" tall, 165 
pounds. 38 to 40 years of a ge, from Eastern Pennsylvania; 
be I ~| white female, 5 ? 4" tall, 140 pounds,

and JAMES JACKSON. 

The whole course of this caucus was spent on a 
study of the resolution on the Negro Question in the United 
States as originally published in the September, 1959 issue 
of "Political Affairs." Also discussed at the caucus was the 
contents of a discussion article on the Negro Question written 
by CYRIL BRIGGS from the Southern California District of the 
COMMUNIST PARTY. His article in part stated that according 
to the Draft Resolution on the Negro Question "All signs 
point to an early and triumphant resolution of the centuries- 
old battle of the Negro people for full and equal citizenship," 
and according to the JACKSON article endorsed by the National 
Committee, the struggle for reforms within the framework of 
the Constitution is "the requisite form for the Negro people 
to secure their full freedom aims." In BRIGGS 1 opinion the 
above two statements constitute the very heart of the proposed 
new line on the Negro Question. BRIGGS further stated that 
the main theoretical question confronting the Party is simply 
this: Is the Negro Question a revolutionary question involving 
the smashing of the Wall Street-Dixiecrat dictatorship in 
the Deep South which is based upon semi-feudal exploitation 
and national oppression of the Negro people in the Black Belt? 
Or is it a Constitutional question involving gradual reforms 
within the framework of the present system? He stated the 
Draft Resolution attempts to prove that the Negro Question 
is a constitutional one and its proponents do not even conceive 
of a movement for radical change as a phase of the socialist 
revolution. He felt it divorces the Negro Question from the 
question of revolution in general and from the socialist 
revolution in the United States specifically. The discussion 
bulletin was generally anti-national Negro Resolution and in 
conclusion stated that there can be no valid objection to a 
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re-examination of our positions in the light of new develop- 
ments, new trends and changed conditions if that re-examination 
is conducted with a dialectical method and in a spirit of 
Marxist-Leninist Science. The re-establishment of a revolution- 
ary position on the Negro Question makes urgent a concentration 
of work in the south with confidence in our ability to build 
a mass movement there. 

After much discussion both at the Thursday evening 
and Friday morning sessions of the caucus, the whole line 
of the resolution on the Negro Question as originally published 
was agreed upon. 

The Negro Resolutions Committee adjourned at 
approximately the same time as the main convention adjourned 
for lunch and returned to the convention at 2:30 in the after- 
noon of the second session. The first order of business that 
afternoon concerned the proposal that a committee visit JUAN 
SANTOS RIVERA, President of the Communist Party of Puerto 
Rico, who is in the hospital as a result of an automobile 
accident. 

Several speakers got up and discussed the recent 
steel strike, automation, and other trade union activity. 
Among the speakers was MILT from New York, who discussed 
the KHRUSHCHEV visit, the Draft Resolution, and its improve- 
ment over the 16th National Convention program, however, was 
still inadequate in the area of labor and the Negro. He 
emphasized that bold and creative leadership both nationally 
and internationally is necessary. He also pointed out areas 
of a sharp class struggle and cited labor and management, 
housing, schools, etc. 

The above resolution which was apparently the 
Trade Union Resolution, was voted on and adopted. 

The next major order of business concerned the 
introduction of the Negro Resolution. This was done by CLAUDE 
LIGHTF00T. In introducing the resolution he traced its 
development and noted it had been reviewed and amended on 
several occasions. He remarked that the committee urged 
the adoption of the resolution. However, they were in favor 
of dropping the slogan "Self Determination," but this should 
not detract from the main line of the Negro Question. 
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A considerable amount of discussion arose over the 
Negro Resolution and turned mainly around the question of the 
lack of mention of youth and women. The resolution was finally 
adopted. 

The convention adjourned at this point. 

The evening session on December 11, 1959 convened 
at approximately 8:30 P.M. The first major piece of business 
concerned a report by BEN DAVIS on the 1960 Elections and the 
Party* s role in these elections. DAVIS* report concerning the 
elections in 1960 dealt with the task the Party faces and 
stated it is to influence movements and issues which are 
peace, disarmament, civil rights, labor, living standards, 
civil liberties, and the question of taxation. Concerning 
each of these topics he mentioned that the central political 
task confronting the labor, peace and democratic forces are: 
1) To bring the fight for peace up to the pace demanded by 
current developments in the struggle for total disarmament and 
peaceful coexistence. It is necessary to bring these issues 
before every facet of American life. 2) It is essential 
to work for broad electoral unity to oppose the candidates of 
reaction. and the cold war and as a correlary to this to 
promote the election of pro-peace, pro-labor, and pro-civil 
rights candidates. 3) That Dixiecrats be made a major 
target of attack and defeat their reactionary allies in the 
North. 4) Institution of a system of federal voting 
registrars throughout the South. 5) Full support for labor 
proposals for conferences early in 1960 on a national and 
local scale of labor and its allies. 6) Where reactionary 
candidates have been nominated by both parties, democratic 
and peace candidates should be promoted on independent tickets. 
7) The COMMUNIST PARTY, in order to advance the unity of the 
people, to promote and clarify the issues of the campaign and 
to educate for socialism, will run its own candidates. 

To advance the cause of peace and progress, the 
COMMUNIST PARTY will enlist support for the following immediate 
program: 

1. Guarantee peace for our country and the world 
by outlawing nuclear war, and war as a means of settling differen- 
ces between countries. End the cold war and establish a 
policy of peaceful co-existence with peaceful relations, 
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recognition of and normal relations with People's China, 
trade and friendship with all nations. For total disarmament 
and cuts in the military budget. Start reduction of taxes on 
low incomes. 

2. Defend the Constitution and restore the Bill 
of Rights. Abolish the witch-hunting House Un-American 
Activities Committee and the Senate Internal Security Committee. 
Freedom for HENRY WINSTON, ROBERT THOMPSON, GILBERT GREEN, 

and all other political prisoners, including MORTON SOBELL, 
who is now serving his ninth year of a brutal 30-year sentence. 
Protect the rights of the foreign-born against deportation 
and harassment. Repeal the Smith and McCarran Act and 
establish the full legality of the COMMUNIST PARTY. 

3. For equal rights and full citizenship of the Negro 
people. Abolish JIM CROW segregation. Enforce the 13th, 

14th and 15th amendments. Enact civil rights legislation 
to establish these rights immediately. 

4. Advance labor *s right to organize, strike, to 
participate in political action. Repeal the Taft-Hartley 
and Landrum-Griff in laws. Prohibit strikebreaking by court 
injunction. Halt all Taft-Hartley prosecutions. Guarantee 
the right to a job and improved living and working conditions. 

Adequate compensation for all unemployed for the 
entire period of unemployment. Establish the 30-hour week 
with no reduction in pay. Increase social security payments. 

5. Protect the rights of the small farmers to 
their land and their implements. Assure adequate income 
through price supports. Provide credit and government loans 
at nominal interest rates. Market farm surpluses through 
foreign trade and to feed the hungry here and abroad. 

6. Aid small business by tax relief and easy credit. 

7. Enact an American Youth Act to meet the needs 

of the youth for education, recreation, health, and jobs. For 
the 18-year old vote. 

S.- Enact health, education, cultural, and housing 
programs to meet the people's needs without corruption and 
profiteering. 
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9. Establish public ownership and operation of 
all atomic energy facilities, railroads and public utilities. 

10. Halt monopoly profiteering. Put the tax burden 
on corporate wealth and high personal income, on the basis 
of taxation according to ability to pay. 

After a few comments by delegates from the floor, 
all generally favorable, the resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The next order of business concerned the Farm 
Resolution. 

The individual, unknown, who presented the Farm 
Resolution remarked that the middlesized and small farmer 
is continually being squeezed out of business. He pointed 
out that only "big agriculture" pays. He stated the advantage 
of big farmers is the vast profits they sweat out of the un- 
paid and exploited farm worker and that the organization of 
effective unions among farm workers would be a major help 
to small and middle farmers. Farm price protection must be 
changed to reduce the cost of farm programs and discourage 
all-out production by big farmers. The COMM0NXST PARTY urges 
full participation of its members in every struggle to maintain 
small and middle farmers on their farms, including support of 
legislative programs for low-interest credit, soil conser- 
vation, crop insurance 9 Federal aid to education and other 
demands of small farmers and the enactment of a national food 
stamp plan that will supplement starvation wages imposed on 
millions of Americans, and that will provide adequate food 
and clothing to the millions in depressed areas. The world 
also needs a food stamp plan. We should subsidize the 
shipment of food overseas instead of hardware for destruction* 
He closed by stating the Party favors the immediate preparation 
of pamphlets and literature which will provide a survey of the 
existing farm situation to the broadest masses of farmers, 
workers and middle class people a,nd make known the Party f s 
position oh the critical issues facing the farmers, and on 
the methods of their solution. The National Executive Committee 
should be directed to establish a functioning farm commission 
to include a member of the NEC and to further establish 
regional farm commissions under the regional subcommittees 
of the Party. 

There was no debate on this and the resolution 
was adopted. 
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The next report was from the Credentials Committee* 
The identity of this individual is unknown . He stated there 
were 187 people in attendance with the following breakdown: 
131 regular delegates; 25 alternate delegates; 15 fraternal 
delegates; and 16 visitors . 

He stated further that at that particular session 
there were an additional forty-one people composed of two 
delegates, two alternates, five fraternal, and thirty*- two 
visitors* He stated this represented New York State, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Minnesota, Maryland, District of 
Columbia, Washington State, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois f Wisconsin, 
Oregon, California, Texas, Michigan, Missouri, and New England. 
He stated that of the delegates and alternates 112 were men, 
39 women, and 33 Negroes. He stated that by age group, 
1 delegate was under 25 years of age; 29 delegates between 
25 and 35; 22 delegates between 35 and 40; 58 delegates 
between 40 and 50; and 44 delegates between 50 and 60. He 
announced that in number of years in the Party, 11 delegates 
had been in under 10 years; 24 delegates had been in 10 to 
15 years; 24 delegates 15 to 20 years; 68 delegates 20 to 30 
years; 12 delegates over 30 years; and 5 were charter members 
of the COMMUNIST PARTY. Two- thirds of the delegates and 
alternates present were 40 years of age or older. 

He f i,irther announced that by occupation, 43 are 
industrial workers; 40 are white collar workers; 9 are house- 
wives; 2 are farm housewives; 5 are professional; 4 are self- 
employed; 2 are farmers; and 3 are students. He also announced 
that of the 83 industrial and white collar workers, 49 are 
in trade unions. Further, of the delegates, 28 are full-time 
workers in the Party. 

This report from the Credentials Committee was 
the last order of business and this session of the convention 
adjourned at approximately 11:00 P.M. 

On Saturday morning, December 12, 1959, the morning 
session convened at approximately 10:30 A.M. The first order 
of business consisted of greetings from the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party of China. 

The next item on the agenda was a report on Party 
organization by PHIL BART. He did not deal with the main 
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report as such, as it had previously been furnished, but 
stated he v/ould discuss amendments and changes* The main 
stress was given to the amendments on the developing of the 
united front movement. He said the link between mass work and 
the Party is the local club and remarked that constructive 
leadership is being encouraged to improve the work of the 
Party. He recommended that emphasis be placed on the develop- 
ment and training of women, particularly Negro women. He 
recommended that the resolution on Party organization be dis- 
cussed on all levels and that following the discussion the 
districts should hold meetings and make proposals concerning 
the Party organization. 

In connection with Party membership, he remarked 
that the convention represented close to 6,000 members on the 
basis of dues payments. This does not include non-dues paying 
people who have lost contact or were cut off but still consider 
themselves members. He said the dues payments reflect 70% 
of the membership. He remarked that if the looseness of the 
organization can be overcome, the membership would be close to j 
10,000. He further remarked that they would present a resolu- ' 
tion dealing with a membership drive running from now until 
May Day of 1960. 

There was a considerable amount of discussion from 
the floor concerning BART*s speech and among the speakers was 
TOM DENNIS from Detroit. He said more people are needed in 
mass work. One of the problems confronting the Party is the 
necessity to overcome the gaps that have developed between the 
leadership and the membership. He called for a higher echelon 
reorganization that could effectively close this gap. Included 
in this would be more authority being granted to the county 
and state organizations to develop and carry out policy in 
their own areas. 

M0RT SCHEER, from Buffalo, stated that a new unity 
was developing in the Party. He remarked there is a sharp 
class struggle in Buffalo and based this on the steel strike, 
attacks on the Negro people in Buffalo, and a local tax question^ 
In these areas he stated the Party has played a vanguard 
role, but not a decisive role. He introduced a resolution 
dealing with a building campaign for the Party calling for 
increased quality along with quantity. Each National Committee 
member should adopt a personal quota and each club should 
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adopt a quota and each National officer elected should he 
assigned to a district to aid in this recruiting drive . SCHEER's 
resolution was adopted • 

The Party Organization Resolution also was adopted 
unanimously . 

The next order of business was a resolution on the 
work and status of women presented by a woman from Northern 
California. She pointed out that women are already in motion 
fighting against exploitation and discrimination in the home, 
shop, and farm, and are making every effort for full participation 
in the economic, social and cultural and political life in 
the country* She recommended the use of women as a political 
force in the 1960 elections and accused big business of using 
male supremacy as a meai*s of carrying out the concept of the 
women being weakminded, weak-kneed, and totally unstable. 
In this connection she presented the following proposal: 

1. The consciousness of the status of women, the 
rights of women, and the role of women should be drawn like 
a thread through every aspect of Party work. 

2. Set up a National Women 1 s Commission with all 
deliberate speed*. . .also commissions in the Districts wherever 
possible. 

3 # The Party has the task of putting forward a 
program that will bring forth all women in work and leadership... 
with special attention to the problems of Negro, Puerto Rican^ 
and Mexican-American and Indian women. 

4. An ideological and popular program to understand 
the source of discrimination against women. 

5. A program to understand and popularize the role 
of women under Socialism. 

6. Conferences and discussions to develop local, 
and national program of work and status of women. 

This resolution was unanimously adopted by the 
convention. 

The next resolution introduced was one on Mexican- 
Americans residing primarily in the Los Angeles area. This 
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was done by one SAL (Last Name Unknown) from California. He 
described these people as an oppressed minority and pointed 
out their many problems both social and economic and he 
urged the re-establishment of the Party in the Southwest and 
organization of the Mexican cadre. 

An unknown woman from California then gave a report 
on Japanese-American and American Indian activity in the Party * 
Recommended action in these two areas be placed on the Party 
agenda. These proposals were adopted. 

A Press Report was then given by GEORGE MEYER. 
He introduced the following resolution in connection with the 
work of the Press: 

The 17th Convention of our Party instructs the incoming 
National Committee to make the building of "The Worker" a 
responsibility to be assumed by the Party as a whole and by 
every individual member of the Party. 

In assuming this great responsibility this 
Convention believes that the National Committee should place 
a major political duty upon all Party leaders to give guidance 
and specific attention to the building of Worker circulation. 

The Worker can and must be carried to the American 

people . 

This convention believes that promises and preparations 
should be made early for financial aid to The Worker's I960 
financial campaign. 

This Convention proposes to the incoming National 
Committee to organize a financial campaign for support of 
The Worker for $75,000 or more which will begin on the 36th 
anniversary of The Worker, January 13, and end on or before the 
last of May. 

The present circulation of The Worker is between 
13 and 14 thousand. This Convention believes that that 
circulation can %e successfully raised to 20,000 within the 
year 1060. 

It therefore instructs the incoming National Committee 
to create a standing Worker Builders Committee which will 
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immediately formulate a circulation campaign to begin together 
with the financial campaign. 

It is obvious that conditions do not permit uniform 
responsibilities. But this Convention believes that no 
District of the Party should be without a press director. 

We believe that the greatest possible coordination 
should exist between those responsible for the building of 
The Worker and those responsible for its production. 

Everywhere efforts must be made to help create Build 
the Press Committees, or Volunteers for the Worker, or what 
have you. 

While The Worker is not the official Voice of our 
Party, we hereby declare its building indispensable to the 
building of the COMMUNIST PARTY and the many movements seeking 
to create a security and peaceful life to the American people.

A proposal was made from the floor that the "Daily 
Worker" be reinstituted prior to the 1960 elections. The 
Press Report was unanimously accepted. 

The next order of business was a report on leadership 
by GUS HALL. He recommended a National Committee of fifty 
members with thirty-five coming directly from State or 
District organizations and fifteen at large members. He 
also recommended the list be balanced with Negroes, women, and 
youth. The proposal for the National Committee is as follows:

He recommended the convention give the new National 



Committee the right to elect its officers. He recommended it 
meet twice a year to make basic policy, to have a National 
Executive Committee possibly larger than the present one, 
who would meet every six weeks, with a Secretariat functioning 
daily. This proposal was adopted. 
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The morning session adjourned at this point at 
approximately 2:00 P J # 

The afternoon session commenced at approximately 
3:30 P.M. with a Youth Report by BILL ALBERTSON* He said 
the youth membership of the Party is growing and Party effort 
in this area should be as concentrated as in labor and the 
Negro People 1 s Movement. 

He recommended a two-month campaign in the Party , 
beginning March 1, and ending May Day, dealing with the 
Youth Question. He recommended the appointment by the National 
Committee of a full-time Youth Director and the establishment 
of a National Commission on Youth. As part of the program 
he suggested free education, expanded vocational training, 
academic freedom, job placement, etc. 

There was some discussion around the Youth 
Resolution from the floor. None of the discussion was contro- 
versial and the Youth Resolution was adopted. 

The next item on the agenda was a report from the 
Chairman of the Constitution Committee. He introduced changes 
to bring the constitution into line with the thinking of this 
convention and to make changes necessary to meet present day 
conditions. The Constitutional changes which were submitted 
and adopted are as follows: 

ARTICLE II. 

Purposes Section 1. Add to line 5 after "political activity" 

(a) to attain a peaceful world so that the 
American people and all mankind may work 
out their destiny freed from the shadow 
of nuclear war; (b) to attain full equality 
for the Negro people by banishing Jim crow 
and realizing the fraternal unity of Negro 
and white: 

ARTICLE III. 

Membership Section 4. Line 8, delete ("if feasible")

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They may, however, apply for readmission within

Section 6, The National Committee shall be 

elected at the National Convention

Conventions shall make nominations 
to the National Committee of any 
member of the Party eligible in their 
own or any other State* Such 
nominations together with any other 
nominations made directly at the 
Convention shall, appear oh the 
election ballot at the National 
Convention unless a nominee has in 
the meantime declined* 

That in the election of the National 
Committee all areas of the country 
be included with due regard to the 
size of the membership and the character 
of the state organization • 

Present Section 6 then becomes Section 7. 

Section 7 will then read* 

Section 7, Vacancies shall be filled by the 
majority vote of the National 
Committee. Members may be recalled 
for cause by the affirmative vote 
of two-thirds of the members of the 
National Committee.

This session of the convention was adjourned at 

6:30 P.M. 

Session Number 4 convened Sunday morning, December 13, 
1959, at approximately 11:00 A.M. 

The fourth session of the Convention started late 
in the morning of December 13, 1959. The first order of 
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business was a report on Cuba by JOE NORTH and the introduction 
of a resolution on Cuba, The resolution in JOE NORTH* s 
report generally dealt in glowing terms with the revolution 
in Cuba and the establishment of the "democratic" regime 
there. He mentioned the Agrarian Reform, the cutting of 
rents, the reduction in the cost of electricity, and the 
reduction in telephone rates. He noted that the Trade Unions 
had been strengthened with the ouster of what he called a 
BATISTA Labor Dictator. He also pointed out, and it was 
pointed out in the resolution, that the people of the United 
States can learn much from Cuba's democracy. They have placed 
the elimination of racism as one of the major immediate 
objectives. He pointed out this is best evidenced by the 
fact that Cuba's head of the Army today is a Negro and also 
a Negro heads the Air Force. He stated that with the United 
States being the most powerful imperialist country in the 
world, it is the imperialist forces that exploit and oppress 
the Cuban people and the rest of the Latin American nations. 
They are also the same monopolists that exploit the workers 
Of the United States. This fact places upon the workers and 
progressive forces of the United States the responsibility 
of developing solidarity with, and aid to, the embattled people 
of Cuba and other nations of Latin America. He stated the 
Cuban people have known very little freedom until the 
Democrat ic^Popular anti-Imperialist Revolution, led by CASTRO 
and supported by 95% of the Cuban people including the Popular 
Socialist Party, brought in a movement free from corruption 
and determined not to compromise with the main enemy of the 
Cuban nation, American Imperialism. The working class of 
the United States today has a big stake in solidarity with 
the Cuban workers. These workers harbor no illusions as to 
who is their real enemy. When they cry "Down with Yankee 
Imperialism" they are resisting the same monopolists who are 
the bitterest exploiters of American labor. He then intro- 
duced the following resolution which was adopted by the convention \ 

1. Mobilize U. S. public opinion and try to organize support, 
especially in the trade unions, for the Cuban people. 

a. To answer the lies and slanders being spread by 

imperialist circles about Cuba and its new government, 
through The Worker, leaflets, meetings, and forums, 
wherever possible. 
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b. To encourage sending telegrams of greetings from 
trade unions to their opposite numbers in Cuba on 
appropriate occasions ♦ 

c. To help organize assistance to Cuban workers* families 
money, clothing, blood donations* 

d. To organize help for Cuba*s school children — contri- 
bute paper, pencils, recording machines, etc, 

2. Develop continuous activity, not just sporadic actions, 
in support of Cuba. Keep supplying facts of background 
on the latest developments and outlook of Cuba, 

3, Build Friendship Organisations involving non-Cuban 
people with the specific and main slogan and actions of 
"Hands off Cuba." 

4* Send delegations to Cuba for trade union and cultural 
exchanges. 

5. Popularize Cuba as an ideal vacation spot and thus help 
build up the tourist trade of a free Cuba. 

6. We shall strive to arouse our people to combat any re- 
actionary move to wreck the Cuban sugar quota and other 
measures directed to weakening Cuban economy. 

7. We call on progressive Americans to protest the unwarranted 
action of steamship companies trying to destroy Cuban 
tourist trade. 

PAT TOOHEY, from New Jersey, then introduced a 
resolution on Puerto Rican work in the United States, which 
resolution came out of the Committee on Latin-American Affairs, 
He stated that the Party has a two-fold task in relation to 
Puerto Rican work,,. First - To aid the people in Puerto Rico 
in the fight against economic, social., and political oppression 
by Wall Street imperialism and for full sovereignty and 
independence, Secondly - to aid the Puerto Ricans in their 
struggles against extreme conditions of poverty, slim ghettos, 
discrimination, police brutality, and other forms of oppression 
against the Puerto Ricans in the United States, He stated 
that appropriate attention to the vital needs of the Puerto 
Rican and Negro people Is a vital, test of Communist integrity 
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and responsibility. In this connection the following points 
of action were recommended and adopted: 

1. The incoming National Committee shall make a thorough 
study and evaluation of our work in every community and 
industry in which there is a significant number of Puerto 
Ricans throughout the United States. Special emphasis in 
this study shall be given to housing, jobs, peace, and 
political action. 

2. Consideration shall be given to Puerto Rican Commissions 
in states where there are large populations of Puerto 
Ricans, and Puerto Rican concentration clubs, enlisting 

for such clubs Spanish- speaking and other comrades interested 
in Puerto Rican work. 

3* The National Convention shall organize a Party seminar and 
classes on Puerto Rican work in every city with large Puerto 
Rican communities. 

4. A special bulletin shall be issued in Spanish devoted to 
facts of Puerto Rican life and experiences in struggles 
based upon the proposed study and experiences. 

5« Within a reasonable time and after adequate preparation, 
state conferences shall be called of delegates from all 
clubs (or sections) to draw up a fuller state-wide plan 
of work. An important feature of such conferences shall 
be the question of jobs for Puerto Ricans and Negroes* 

6. A special commission on Puerto Rican work shall be set 
up by the National Executive Committee* 

7. The Worker, Political Affairs, and other publications 
shall give major attention to Puerto Rican work. 

8. The Party shall make a conscious and persistent effort 

to involve Puerto Rican members and leaders in all phases 
of leadership. 

9. This National Convention shall send a message of greeting 
to our brother Party of Puerto Rico paying tribute to 
the courageous stand taken by the witnesses called before 
the Un-American Committee in Puerto Rico, and shall pledge 
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them our full aid in the struggle against proposed cont©%t 
citations as well as other attacks, against the sovereignty 
of the Puerto Rican nation* This, convention recognizes 
the self-criticism by the National Committee of the in- 
adequate support given to the Puerto Rican comrades and 
others in connection with the Un-American Committee. hea#ift&s 
both here and in Puerto Rico* 

16* This convention of the COMMUNIST PARTY of the United 
States demands the freedom- of Dr., PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
and all other Puerto Rican political prisoners now in 
Puerto Rican and Federal prisons in the United States* 

The next order of business concerned the findings 
of the Appeals Committee of the National Committee of the CP. 
The first item submitted v/as in reference to an individual 
from Northern California, whose initials are L. B. It was 
alleged that this individual openly disagreed with some of the 
Party program in Northern California and had been dropped 
from the membership . He had appealed to the National Appeals 
Committee, who upheld the State decision relative to his 
having been dropped. 

The next order of business from the Appeals Committee 
cidncerhed the appeal of the Tubman Section of the Essex County, 
itew Jersey CP, The Appeals Committee reported they had met 
with the Tubman Section and had worked out with them a five 
point program which was a condition precedent to their being 
reinstated in the New Jersey CP. The Tubman Section had not 
complied with any of these conditions and among other things 
had stated they would only return to the CP if they were given 
a position of leadership. Final expulsion from the Party and 
no more appeal was the final decision of the Committee. 

Another appeal concerned a HARRY HAYWOOD concerning 
an appeal of his that he is not out of the Party. The Appeals 
Committee ruled he is; however, he can apply for readmission. 
The Committee also reported they had received a communication 
from (First Name Unknown) LOMAN, which is being referred 
to the New York State Committee. 

The above individual then gave a financial report* 
He stated in 1957 the Party income was $196,079 and at the 
end of 1957 they were in the hole $1,844. In 1958 the total 
income was $133, 832 , while expenses were $131,361., which 
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left a net of $2,471, For 1959 the first nine months* income 
was $92,812., with a surplus of $2,489, and a liability of 
$11,018. 

The next item concerned an appeal of MAX BEDACHT 
from New Jersey. MAX had disagreed with the State leadership 
of the New Jersey CP and had been expelled. His family had 
been asked by the CP to disassociate themselves from him, 
which they did not do, and they also were expelled. His case 
was referred to the National Committee for further inquiry. 

All the business of the Appeals Committee as 
reported by them was accepted by the Convention. 

The last order of business concerned the elections 
to the National Committee. ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN then 
submitted a list of 26 names, the first 25 of which were a 
preferred nominations list for the National Committee.

NEEDLEMAN stated that he would make arrangements 
to contact NISSELSON and ZEITZ in regard to funds and he 
thought these individuals would present "no problem." 
NEEDLEMAN commented that NISSELSON also could be utilized 
as a political contact inasmuch as he is active currently 
in the Democratic Party and he had piayed an important 
role in the Wallace Campaign of the Progressive Party in 
19^8. NEEDLEMAN stated that NISSELSON and ZEITZ would 
undoubtedly be productive in raising funds among progressive 
circles and that he would contact these peoole and ksso'.a

NEEDLEMAN stated he thought that HARRY MAGDOFE and 
IRVING KAPLAN should be seen and BART agreed. It was indicated 
that "ideas" could be exchanged with these people for the 
purpose of bringing them back closer to the CP, It was 
commented that the relationship of ALBERT "DOC" BLUMBERG 
(former National Legislative Director, CP-USA, who has left 
the CP) with these two individuals was poor, but NEEDLEMAN 
was optimistic regarding future relationships. 

In regard to the formation of a Cuban- American 
friendship council, NEEDLEMAN stated that he was the attorney 
for the wife of ABE MAGIL (HARRIET MAGIL) and that he would 
attempt to contact Mrs. MAGIL, who speaks Spanish,in an 
attempt to have her participate in connection with such an 
organization.
